The  Annual  General  Meeting  of 
the  South  African  Library  for  the 
Blind  was  held  on  Thursday,  May 
10th  at  4 o’clock  in  St.  George’s  Hall. 
Some  70  people  attended. 

Mr.  Espin,  in  welcoming  those 
pi'esent,  said  that  the  Council  had 
decided  not  to  have  a guest  speaker 
this  year  as  it  would  be  a sort  of 
ai.ii-climax  after  Helen  Keller’s  visit. 
He  called  on  Miss  Wood  to  read  her 
Report. 

SECRETARY’S  REPORT 

PATRONS 

H.E.  The  Governor  General  and 
Mrs.  Jansen  have  kindly  consented 
to  he  Patron-in-Chief  and  Patroness- 
in-Chief. 

The  former  Governor  General,  The 
Hon.  Brand  van  Zyl  and  Mrs.  van 
Zyl  will  be  patrons. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  we 
heard  of  the  death  of  Field  Marshal 
Smuts,  one  of  our  patrons.  He  was 
always  interested  in  our  work  and 
we  had  the  privilege  of  a visit  from 
him  in  1932. 

COUNCIL 

Father  Kieley  took  the  place  of 
Father  O’Brien  for  a brief  period 
until  he  left  Grahamstown.  Mr. 
Advocate  D.  V.  Kannemeyer  has 
taken  Mr.  Lilford’s  place. 

VISITORS 

We  had  over  100  visitors  during 
1950  from  various  centres,  the  Rho- 
desias.  East  Africa,  Ethiopa,  from 
Mauritius,  from  England  and  from 
America.  One  visitor  from  America 
was  Charles  Dickens,  a grandson  of 
the  Author.  He  was  interested  to 
hear  part  of  a record  of  Pickwick 
Papers. 

In  July,  we  had  a body  of 
N.U.S.A.S.  from  various  South  Afri- 
can universities. 


In  September,  the  South  African 
Library  Association  met  in  Grahams- 
town and  it  was  a great  pleasure  to 
show  members  over  this  library. 
•After  the  visitors  had  heard  a talk 
about  the  library’s  history  and  work, 
Mr.  Stirling  moved  a vote  of  thanks 
and  pointed  out  that  as  this  library 
served  the  whole  Union,  it  must 
save  a great  deal  of  work  that  would 
fall  to  public  libraries  elsewhere. 

HELEN  KELLER 

' April  6th  was  a red-letter  day. 
The  Rev.  A.  W.  Blaxall  brought 
Helen  Keller,  Polly  Thomson  and  Mr. 
Allen  to  the  library.  In  the  absence 
of  our  present  Chairman,  Mr.  M. 
G.  Godlonton,  who  for  20  years  was 
our  first  Chairman,  greeted  our 
visitors.  Helen  Keller  brought  a 
happy  atmosphere  with  her  and  ex- 
claimed delightedly,  “I  smell  books.” 
She  signed  our  visitors’  book  and, 
touching  the  title  of  the  book 
“Mapupula,”  she  said,  smiling,  “By 
Florence  Blaxall.”  The  library  staff 
were  introduced  and  also  Miss  Alice 
Cunningham,  one  of  our  first  readers. 
Messrs.  Hepbui-n  and  Jeanes  took 
some  excellent  photos  and  kindly 
presented  a set  to  the  library.  They 
are  selling  others  and  giving  us  half 
the  proceeds.  Before  the  meeting  in 
the  afternoon,  the  Mayoress,  Mrs. 
Rivett-Carnac,  entertained  Helen 
Keller  to  tea  with  a few  people  con- 
nected with  the  library.  These 
people  and  some  of  our  blind  and 
deaf  friends  had  front  seats  reserved 
for  them.  The  library  staff  showed 
them  to  their  seats  and  also  sold 
souvenir  progi’ammes.  In  introduc- 
ing Miss  Keller,  the  Mayor  said  she 
was  an  international  figure  and  he 
referred  to  her  courage  and  un- 
selfishness in  undertaking  such  a 
strenuous  tour  to  plead  for  better 
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things  for  those  handicapped  by 
blindness  and  deafness.  The  Rev.  A. 
W.  Blaxhall  said  how  great  a debt 
South  Africa  owed  Miss  Keller  for 
her  willingness  to  come  to  this 
country  and  to  the  American  Foun- 
dation for  the  Blind  for  allowing 
Mr.  Allen  to  accompany  them  with- 
out any  expense  to  the  local  Coun- 
cils. Mr.  Blaxhall  added,  “Despite 
many  difficulties,  Grahamstown  has 
been  included  in  the  itinerary  be- 
cause of  the  presence  here  of  the 
S.A.  Library  for  the  Blind.” 

Miss  Keller  and  Miss  Thomson 
then  came  forward  to  the  microphone 
and  answering  questions  put  by  Mi.ss 
Thomson,  Miss  Keller  said  that  the 
blind  in  South  Africa  need  more 
mobile  clinics  to  go  into  the  rural 
districts  to  help  the  handicapped  as 
was  done  in  America.  In  the  course 
of  an  inspiring  address,  she  said  “The 
blind  suffer  not  so  much  from  their 
own  disabilities  as  from  the  attitude 
of  the  public  towards  them.”  “They 
do  not  want  charity,  they  want  to 
do  useful  work  and  to  feel  that  they 
are  fitting  satisfactorily  into  the 
ordinary  way  of  life.”  She  appealed 
for  support  of  the  National  Councils 
for  the  Blind  and  for  the  Deaf  and 
said  that  if  the  hands  of  these  or- 
ganizations were  strengthened  the 
people  whom  they  helped  would  be 
able  to  make  very  real  contributions 
to  the  communities  in  which  they 
lived.  “Remember,  before  your  life 
journey  ends,  you  too  may  have  to 
travel  the  long  dark  road  wrapped 
in  silence.” 

In  thanking  Miss  Keller,  Miss 
Wood  said,  “It  was  difficult  to  find 
words  to  express  our  gratitude  to 
Miss  Keller  for  coming  to  Grahams- 
town. Her  visit  to  the  librai'y 
touched  the  peak  of  our  ambition 
and  we  thank  her  on  behalf  of  the 
readers  to  whom  the  library  belongs” 

The  City  Hall  was  crowded  with 
about  1,000  people  and  as  Miss  Kel- 


ler and  party  left  the  crowd  rose 
and  sang  “For  She’s  a Jolly  Good 
Fellow.” 

THE  STAFF 

During  the  year  there  were  several 
changes  but  Miss  Espin,  Miss  Levick 
and  Mrs.  Fernandez  carried  on. 
Mrs.  Webb  was  away  for  some 
months  owing  to  illness.  At  the  end 
of  May,  Mrs.  Winter-Moore  left  us 
to  take  a billet  at  Rhodes,  Miss 
Spoiling  took  her  place.  The  work 
in  the  Talking  Book  department  has 
grown  so  much  and  is  so  heavy  that 
we  decided  to  take  a second  helper 
and  Mrs.  Sherwood  Watson  joined 
us  in  October. 

From  time  to  time  Mrs.  Ingall,  Miss 
Emslie  and  Miss  Philip  have  helped 
us.  Mrs.  Westall  kindly  helps  with 
the  music  records. 

BOOKS 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there 
were  l.’l,392  volumes  on  our  list 
(700  new  ones  had  been  added,  but 
313  had  been  discarded  or  lost). 
Books  bought  included  some  on  his- 
tory, psychology,  medicine,  biogiaphy, 
travel,  gardening,  music  and  knitting. 
There  was  plenty  of  fiction  and 
some  poetry  and  plays.  To  mention 
a few  books,  “National  Velvet,” 
“The  du  Mauriers,”  “Land  Below  the 
Wind,”  “The  Robe”  (in  Moon  and 
Braille),  “Dictionary  of  Musical 
Terms,”  “The  Concert  Goers  Hand- 
book” and  a number  of  detective 
stories.  A good  many  American 
books  were  presented  by  Mr.  Att- 
wood.  A gift  “in  memory  of  Mrs. 
E.  M.  J.  Cochi-an”  by  her  sisters 
was  “A  Synopsis  of  Medicine”  in  26 
volumes.  One  reader  says  “Thank 
you  very  much  for  ‘The  Egg  and  P, 
I am  enoying  it  and  laughing  all  the 
way  through.” 

During  the  year  8,176  volumes 
• were  issued. 

We  have  again  borrowed  books 
from  the  National  Library,  London. 
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Wood,  Dr.  Helen  Keller,  Miss  Polly  Thomson,  Rev.  A.  W.  Blaxhall. 


Some  50  readers  read  them  and  we 
pay  10/-  per  head  for  this  privilege, 
that  is  £25  foi-  the  year. 

TRANSCRIBERS 

We  owe  a deep  debt  of  gratitude 

I to  our  transcribers  who  give  us 
many  hours  of  voluntary  service 
I and  add  so  many  books  to  the 
1 library.  We  presented  new  machines 
I to  two  of  our  voluntary  workers

In  this  way  we  have  added  ten 
new  Afrikaans  books.  These  were 
done  by  approved  brailli.sts,  ex- 
pupils of  Worcester  School.  We  are 
glad  to  pay  blind  copyists  and  we 
paid  out  nearly  £50  not  including 
the  cost  of  proof  reading  and  bind- 
ing. 

Binding  has  caused  us  consider- 
able anxiety  because  the  material 
is  so  poor  that  the  cardboard  cor- 
ners are  often  broken  the  first  time 
they  go  out.  We  are  therefore 
having  some  of  our  books  bound 
locally  with  stronger  but  more  ex- 
pensive material. 

Several  of  our  tianscribers  were 
able  to  hear  Helen  Keller  and  Mrs. 
Varder,  who  corresponds  in  braille 
with  many  blind  guides,  had  a good 
seat  and  so  was  able  to  give  them 
a full  description  of  Miss  Keller 
and  her  address. 

MAGAZINES 

We  take  39  magazines  and  during 
the  year  issued  6,391.  Most  of  the 
magazines  are  bought  in  England, 
Scotland  and  America.  We  have 
contributed  something  towards  two 
magazines  produced  in  South  Africa. 
“Die  Nuw’e  Pioneer,”  which  is 
bilingual,  is  printed  fortnightly  at 
Worcester.  “Braille  Notes  and  News” 
is  edited  and  hand-brailled  quarterly 
by  Miss  M.  T.  Watson.  We  much 
regret  that  Miss  Watson  is  unable  to 
carry  on,  but  she  is  continuing  proof 
reading  and  teaching  braille  to 
sighted  people  who  are  training  to 
become  transcribers.  One  of  her 
pupils.  Miss  Wynne  Eyton,  has 
lately  passed  her  test  at  the  National 
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Library,  London.  The  third  maga- 
zine, “The  Good  Fellowship,”  is 
edited  and  produced  quarterly  by 
Mrs.  Lennox  in  Johannesburg. 

MUSIC  RECORDS 

Our  music  records  continue  to 
give  great  pleasure.  We  have  now 
15  readers  who  borrow  from  our 
collection  of  good  classical  records. 
We  have  had  several  lettei's  of 
appreciation.  One  reader  says  “The 
music  records  are  a great  source 
of  pleasure  and  do  a lot  to  help  one 
to  get  to  know  the  style  of  different 
composers.  It  is  only  by  repetition 
that  one  can  fully  appreciate  the 
beauty  of  a big  composition.” 

Mr.  P.  Kruger  writes:  “I  am 
delighted  with  the  Brandenberg  Con- 
certo. If  you  have  any  of  the 
others,  they  would  be  welcome.” 
Mrs.  P.  Kruger  and  Mi's.  Matthee 
kindly  got  up  a concert  in  Burghers- 
dorp  and  raised  £15  for  our  funds. 

READERS 

In  the  Braille  and  Moon  section, 
we  had  35  new  readers  and  a new 
school  in  Noi’thern  Rhodesia  has  had 
reading  matter  from  us.  We  have 
now  309  names  on  our  books.  Ten 
of  our  readers  died,  among  them 
some  old  friends.  Mr.  J.  J.  Pienaar 
was  one  of  our  oldest  ard  most 
regular  readers  and  had  reached  his 
84th  birthday.  Mr.  Allwright,  who 
used  to  produce  the  Braille  Club 
magazine  until  his  health  failed. 
Miss  Vincent  and  Miss  Pearse  had 
helped  us  in  various  ways.  Many 
of  Miss  Vincent’s  books  have  been 
given  to  us. 

We  congratulate  Worcester  School 
for  the  Blind  on  many  successes. 
Tlie  winner  of  the  Orator’s  Cup  of 
the  Free  State  University  Debating 
Society  was  Mr.  Chris  Venter,  B.A., 
who  is  working  for  his  L.L.B.  Miss 
V.  d.  Linde,  B.A.,  is  working  for 
her  music  diploma  and  Professor 
Hartmann  said  of  her  theory  that 
he  “had  never  seen  a better  paper.” 


We  are  glad  to  welcome  Miss  Alice 
Cunningham  on  her  return  from 
England.  She  got  her  degree  at 
Oxford  and  has  been  teaching  at 
Chorleywood  College  for  the  Blind. 
She  and  her  people  have  settled  in 
this  district  and  she  is  undei'taking 
braille  copying  work  and  is  keen  to 
coach  sighted  students  in  Latin, 
English  and  History.  Ursula  Pheffer 
has  passed  her  first-year  English 
and  has  got  her  diploma  in  the 
special  course  of  Afrikaans. 

One  reader  writes;  “I  want  to  say 
how  pleased  I have  been  both  in 
the  choice  of  books  you  have  sent 
me  and  the  regular  service  . . . . 
You  have  given  me  plenty  of  variety 
during  the  year,  ranging  from 
Arthur  Bryant  to  Dorothy  Sayers 
and  I have  enjoyed  them  all.” 

TALKING  BOOKS 

The  work  continues  to  grow. 
50,709  records  were  circulated  in 
1950,  an  increase  of  18,226.  There 
are  now  143  readers  including  4 
institutions.  Six  readers  died  and  36 
new  readers  joined.  We  had  20 
Talking  Book  Machines  from  the 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind, 
London,  and  the  Union  Castle  Com- 
pany brought  them  out  freight  free. 
Before  being  sent  to  readers  each 
machine  is  tested.  This  is  done  free 
of  charge  by  Messrs.  Glass  & Rippon. 

For  the  sake  of  the  record.s,  we 
wish  that  all  machines  had  sapphire 
needles  as  they  scratch  less  than 
others.  They  need  to  be  renewed 
after  being  used  for  500  records. 

We  have  many  letters  of  appreci- 
ation. One  says:  “Thank  you  once 
again  for  your  cheerful  and  efficient 
service  which  brings  us  so  much 
pleasure.”  This  is  a St.  Dunstaner 
and  he  add.s:  “I  must  confess  I am 
a bit  lazy  about  reading  braille  for 
pleasure  but  the  Talking  Book  is  a 
constant  source  of  interest  especially 
in  the  long  winter  evenings.”  Another 
reader  delights  in  hearing  books  that 
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have  been  “closed  for  years.”  She 
enjoyed  “Canada  North”  so  much 
she  read  it  twice. 

Among  new  books  added  were  two 
given  by  Sir  Ian  Fraser:  “Final 
Curtain”  and  “Private  Adventures 
of  Captain  Shaw,”  Some  of  those 
bought  were:  “Cry  the  Beloved 
Country,”  “The  Wooden  Horse” 
and  “The  Kontiki  Expedition.” 

We  received  six  copies  of  “The 
Reader's’  Digest”  comprising  80 
records.  Fifty-nine  records  of  the 
Digests  were  returned  to  the  U.S.A. 
to  be  repulped. 

Nothing  more,  I am  sorry  to  say, 
has  been  done  for  us  about  Afri- 
kaans records. 

ST.  DUNSTAN’S 

In  November,  the  Secretary  had 
a letter  from  Mrs.  Chadwick  Bates 
saying  that  at  the  Annual  meeting 
of  the  Board  and  Members  of  St. 
Dunstan’s,  “It  was  unanimously  re- 
solved that  an  invitation  be  sent  you 
to  become  a Life  Member  of  the 
Company  in  recognition  of  the  in- 
valuable services  you  have  rendered 
and  are  rendering,  to  the  Organiza- 
tion and  St.  Dunstaners  for  so  many 
years.”  I accepted  gladly  and 
appreciate  the  honour  done  to  me 
and  to  the  staff.  We  have  now  the 
names  of  47  St.  Dunstaners  on  our 
books.  For  some  years  past  St. 
Dunstan’s  has  contributed  £100  per 
annum  to  our  funds. 

We  congratulate  Mr.  Marais 
(Krugersdorp)  and  Captain  Piderit 
(Uitenhage)  on  the  beautiful  work 
sent  us.  We  are  most  grateful. 

ROTARY  ANNS 

By  invitation,  the  Secretary  told 
“The  Story  of  the  S.A.  Library  for 
the  Blind”  to  the  Rotary  Anns.  They 
seemed  much  interested  and  very 
kindly  undertook  the  silver  collec- 
tion for  Helen  Keller’s  meeting.  The 
collection  amounted  to  £56/14/3. 
Some  members  who  could  not  attend 
the  meeting  gave  donations  and  these 


with  other  donations,  sent  through 
Grocott  & Sherry  amounted  to 
£3/10/-.  The  sale  of  souvenirs 
amounted  to  &25I2/G.  So  in  all  we 
were  able  to  send  £89/6/9  to  the 
Helen  Keller  Fund. 

S.A.  NATIONAL  COUNCIL  FOR 
THE  BLIND 

At  the  tenth  Biennial  Conference 
of  the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the 
Blind,  held  in  Kimberley,  Miss  Wood 
and  Miss  Spoiling  were  delegates 
from  the  Library.  There  were  seven 
blind  persons  present  at  the  confer- 
ence. Of  these,  Mr.  Cohen  was 
elected  and  Mr.  Fuchs  and  Miss 
Whitaker  were  co-opted  on  the  Exe- 
cutive. Miss  Wood  was  also  elected 
to  the  Executive.  Miss  Wood  was 
asked  to  invite  the  Council  to  hold 
their  next  biennial  meeting  in 
Grahamstown  in  1952.  This  invita- 
tion was  accepted.  It  was  agreed 
that  in  future  an  exhibition  of  Blind 
work  should  be  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  conference. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Blaxhall  was  in 
the  chair  and  the  Minister  of  Health 
and  Social  Welfare,  the  late  Dr. 
Stals,  in  opening  the  conference, 
said  that  the  personal  interest  shown 
by  voluntary  workers  in  the  mange- 
ment  of  workshops  was  an  important 
factor  in  dealing  with  the  blind  and 
that  voluntary  organizations  could 
experiment  along  new  lines  in  a 
way  that  a government  department 
could  not.  He  thought  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  place  blind 
workers  in  the  open  labour  market. 

The  Director  of  the  Bureau  for 
the  Prevention  of  Blindness  in  an 
interesting  report  acknowledged  the 
technical  help  so  generously  given 
by  honorary  ophthalmologists  who 
were  represented  on  this  council. 
Talks  about  sight-saving  had  been 
given  at  many  European  and  non- 
European  schools,  and  the  Bureau 
would  supply  infoi'mation  to  any 
centre  wishing  to  arrange  such 
talks. 
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The  Johannesburg  Society  to  Help 
Civilian  Blind  is  to  establish  a school 
for  sight  conservation. 

At  the  request  of  U.N.E.S.C.O.  a 
committee  was  formed  to  considei 
the  formation  of  a standard  braille 
which  will  be  applicable  to  all  Afri- 
can languages. 

Many  other  matters  were  referred 
to  the  incoming  Executive  Commit- 
tee.

Mr.  Espin  asked  Mr.  Whiteley  to 
read  the  Financial  Statement.

He  pointed  out  that  we  owed  a debt 
of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Mather-Pike  who 
as  Mayor  spoke  at  our  Annual  Meet- 
ing two  years  ago  and  suggested  an 
appeal  being  sei.t  to  all  Municipalities 
for  support  for  the  Library.  The 
Town  Clerk  was  most  helpful,  with 
the  result  that  whereas  in  1947 
Municipalities  gave  us  £17  2s.  Od.  in 
1950  they  sent  us  £214  14s.  Od.  It 
may  be  noticed  that  expenditure  on 
books  and  records  was  less;  we  had 
actually  bought  all  th-e  books  etc., 
produced  in  England  and  as  many 
as  our  permits  allowed  from  America. 

Finally  he  stressed  our  lack  of 
space,  the  last  available  corner  had 
been  filled  up  and  we  should  soon 
have  to  face  the  enormous 
expenditure  on  additional  buildings.

3.  Readers  are  requested  to  send  a list  of  books  required,  and  to 

return  each  volume  as  soon  as  read. 

4.  A volume  may  be  kept  for  one  month  unless  needed  for  study, 

when,  with  the  permission  of  the  Librarian,  it  may  be 
kept  for  a longer  period. 

5.  Readers  are  asked  not  to  keep  magazines  or  knitting  pat- 

terns, but  to  return  each  one  with  the  book  with  which 
it  is  sent. 

6.  Readers  are  begged  to  take  great  care  of  the  books,  to  keep 

them  clean  and  free  from  damp,  and  not  to  turn  down 
pages. 

7.  Canvas  covers,  cardboard  covers  or  strong  paper  and  string 

are  used  for  packing  the  books.  Readers  should  pack  the 
books  carefully  in  these  for  return  postage. 

8.  Readers  are  begged  to  let  the  Librarian  know  at  once  of  any 

change  of  address. 

9.  Any  infectious  or  contagious  illness  shall  at  cmce  be  notified 

to  the  Librarian.

POSTAL  REGULATIONS. 


LITERATURE  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

Papers  of  any  kind,  periodicals,  and  books,  impressed  or  to  be 
impressed  in  “Braille,”  or  other  special  type  for  the  use  of  the 
blind,  when  posted  within  the  Union  for  transmission  to  a place 
within  the  Union,  are  transmissible  at  the  rate  given  below,  pro- 
vided that  they — 

(a)  do  not  contain  any  communication,  either  in  writing  or 
printed  in  ordinary  type,  except  the  title  and  table  of 
contents  of  the  book  or  periodical  and  any  key  to  or 
instructions  for  the  use  of  the  special  type,  or  any  enclosure 
except  a label  for  the  return  of  the  packet; 

(b)  bear  on  the  outside  the  inscription  "Literature  for  the 
Blind,”  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender; 

(c)  be  posted  either  without  a cover  or  in  a cover  open  at 
both  ends  which  can  easily  be  removed  for  examination 


of  the  contents ; 

For  a packet  not  exceeding  31b.  in  weight id. 

For  a packet  exceeding  31b.  and  not  exceeding  71b Id. 

For  a packet  exceeding  71b.  and  not  exceeding  111b lid. 

For  a packet  exceeding  111b.  and  not  exceeding  151b.  6oz.  . . 2d. 


The  limit  of  weight  is  15rb.  6oz.,  and  the  maximum  dimensions 
are  the  same  as  for  letters. 

Voice  records  on  discs,  styled  “Talking  Book  records,”  securely 
packed,  are  also  transmissible  at  the  above  rates,  provided  they  are 
despatched  from  or  addressed  to  certain  recognised  institutes  for 
the  blind.  (Page  33,  Post  Office  Guide,  September,  1947.)
